TALLAHASSEE—A temporary 
increase of about 5 per cent on 
all classes of service has been 
granted Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph Company by the 
Florida Railroad and Public Utili- 
ties Commissidn. 

The Commission’s ‘increase, ëf- 
fective January 1, was 60 per cent 
of $2,600,000 additional state reve- 
nue which the company asked for 
in a petition for an overall in- 
crease of 11 per cent. The hik» 
amounts to $1,560,000 annually. 

The company posted $1,000,000 
borid to provide for rebates, of the 
difference, if any, between the 
temporary rates granted and the. 
final commission-approved rates. 
Commissioner Richard -A. Mack 
said that it will probably be “two 
or three months“ before a final 
decision is reached.
